Those who are not able to enter ut 
l ho opening can still take the business 
college work, entering by arrangement 
tutor. 

Special Attention, Teachers 

Arrangements have been made to 
give a spcciul class, on Saturdays in 
the business college, for the conven¬ 
ience of teachers, uud those who other¬ 
wise cannot tako advantage of the 
regular weekly schedule. 

Magoffin Institute stuuds for service 
to the community, and in opeulug the 
business college wo feel that wo are 
offering a course which tills it long 
sought need.

POSTAL DEFICIT REDUCED 

The deficit of tbe United States 
I postnl department In July tills year 
was only $3,000. The postnl deficit for 
I July, 1932, was slightly over $5, 000,- 
1(100. It was $10,000,000 in August and 
.*15, 000, 000 In September last year. 

On July ti.1032.thc three—cent letter 
1 rate nnd other postal Increases went 
Into operation. The higher rates hence 
I affected postal revenues for five—* 
j sixths of the monntli of July.1932. De- 
^ spite times advanced rates deficit of 
I the department in that month amount¬ 
ed to $5,000,000. doubled the next 
! month nnd tripled the succeeding 
month. 

On July 1,1933,there wns a reduction 
in one phase of postnl rates. Postage 
on local letters wns lowered from 
three to two cents and hence affected 
postal income for the entire month of 
July,1933. Despite tills fnct there wns 
only n deficit of $3,000 for tbe month, 
which is indeed an admirable showing. 

It Is not yet possible to estimate 
how much of this Improvement In the 
postnl balnnce sheet maybe attributed 
to the two—cent local letter rate nnd 
how much to Increased business activ¬ 
ity. 

One of the important factors enter¬ 
ing into tlie amazing reduction in the 
postnl deficit has been the extensive 
economies which have been effected by 
Posmaster General James A.Farley. 
The department has been extensively 
reorganized under Mr. Farley and 
operating costs materially reduced, yet 
without impairment of postal service. 
He is known to be iletermlnd to make 
the postal department self.—sustain 
lag. to eliminate tbe costly practice 
of a large deficit annually. The prog¬ 
ress which be is making toward that 
goal siK-aks eloquently of the admin¬ 
istrative genius of the new postal de¬ 
partment chief.

Mushroom Tuna Fish Rolls—Melt 
2 tablespoons batter, add J table¬ 
spoon- Hour and blend. Add 1 pound 
can Cream o( Mushroom Soup and 
cook until it thickens. Add 1 small 
can tuna fish, ilakcd, 1 teaspoon fine¬ 
ly minced parsley, and 2 ltard- 
cookcd eggs, diced, and continue 
cooking for two or three minutes. 
Serve in rolls (tj hard dinner rolls 
necessary) and garnish with sprigs 
of parsley. To prepare rolls, cut 
slice from top of each, scoop out in¬ 
side, and brush inside and out with 
melted butter. Brown delicately in 
hot oven just before serving. Toast 
may be used instead of the rolls. 

Tomato Piquante Salad— Put 6 

medium-sized tomatoes in boiling 
water for a moment to loosen skins. 
Peel and put in refrigerator to chill. 
With a sharp knife make four paral¬ 
lel cuts from the top almost to the 
bottom of the tomatoes, being care¬ 
ful not to sever the sections. In the 
cuts thus made insert very thin 
slices of 54,1b. American cheese, or 
sliees from 4 hard-cooked eggs. Ar¬ 


range on crisp lettuce leaves and 
sprinkle with 1 tablespoon chopped 
parsley. Serve with well seasoned 
Mayonnaise Salad Dressing. 

Fig Pudding With Ice Cream- 

On individual serving dishes arrange 
two wedge-shaped pieces of Fig 
X’udding, heated according to direc¬ 
tions on package. In the center, 
where the slices of pudding meet, 
place a small spoonful of vanilla ice 
cream. 

Chocolate Refrigerator Cookies— 

Add 154 cups sugar to 54 melted 
butter and 2 squares chocolate, 
melted over hot water; mix thor¬ 
oughly and add 1 egg. Sift 254 cups 
flour, 2 teaspoons baking powder 
and 54 teaspoon salt. Add this to the 
first mixture. Add 3 tablespoons 
milk gradually until the ingredients 
are well blended, and stir in 1 cup 
Rice Flakes. Place in bread pan, 
cover with waxed paper and keep in 
refrigerator over night. Slice thin. 
Bake at 400°F. for 8 minutes, Makes 
50 cookies 2 & 2 inches,

After more than 130 years, our nation 
ts nbout to alter a basic date In our 
system of government, namely, the 
date upon which the terms of our 
Presidents, Vice Presidents and sena¬ 
tors and representatives In congress 
begin. In nil probability the change 
will have been ordered In advance of 
1036, but It will not take effect until 
early In 1037. 

This fundamental revision Is to take 
plnce through adoption, or ratifica¬ 
tion, by the several states of the so- 
enlled "Lame Duck Amendment" to the 
federal Constitution. It Is the con¬ 
sensus now that Its ratification ns a 
part of the orgnnlc law Is only a 
question of time. 

So, In a few years then we will wit¬ 
ness the convening of our congress In 
January of ench year for sessions of 
no fixed duration or life up to one 
yenr, and ench four years, we will see 
n President inducted Into office In the 
same month. Congress now meets in 
December, of course, but Its sessions, 
stnrted In the odd years, end automat¬ 
ically on March 4 of the succeeding 
even year; the sessions beginning In 
December of the even yenrs may run 
through to the following December, If 
the legislative body so choose. The 
new amendment will Mart the sessions 
on January 3, of every yenr nnd they 
may continue until that date of the 
next year If the work has not been 
done In the meantime. 

In the case of the Chief Executive, 
he will tuko olllce on January 20, of 
the year following his election. The 
terui of olllce beginning next March 4, 
therefore, appears certuiu to he the 
one break In a steady succession of 
four-year terms for President since 
the formation of our government, for 
It will be reduced by the difference of 
time from January 20 to March 4, In 
order that the succeeding Presidential 
terms may ho for four full years. 

The purpose of the nmendment Is, 
In the words of its author, Senator 
George W. Norris, of Nebraska, "to 
bring congress closer to the people." 
And there Is not a great deni of dis¬ 
agreement nbout that. It will make 
_Congress a body more responsive to 
the people, because senators nnd rep¬ 
resentatives who are elected In No¬ 
vember will take office In Just two 
months thereafter. Those who are de¬ 
feated by the electorate will not serve 
again, unless perchance a session con¬ 
tinues past the date of the election. 
At any rnte, the will of the people as 
expressed at the polls in November 
can be carried Into the halls of con¬ 
gress within two months Instead of 
being delayed, ns Is the case at pres¬ 
ent, from November of one year to De¬ 
cember of the next year. 

Considerable re.-'"itrcli has failed to 
disclose how the term, “Lame Duck" 
had Its origin. It has long been ap¬ 
plied to the unfortunate politician who 
guessed wrong as to what tits constit¬ 
uents wanted, and was defeated, lie 
Inis served through another session of 
congress, however, before surrendering 
office to n successor. 

While the new amendment will make 
congress more responsive, and closer 
to, the people, there Is and probably 
always will he some lack of unanimity 
of opinion as to Its value. The school 
of thought In congress that opposed 
the amendment felt there was danger 
that congress would he too responsive 
to public will; tlmt there were such 
things ns whims nnd public demand 
hnsed upon misinformation, and that 
the present period of delay afforded 
time for the electorate to “cool off." 

Those who look at both sides of the 
question see that danger. They recog¬ 
nize It Is possible for a majority of 
the citizens of the Republic to he 
swayed by demagoguery from a 
raucous minority. Some act of a for¬ 
eign nation might possibly engender 
such steaming hatred Just In advance 
of tin election ns to cause the selection 
of u majority of congress willing to 
rush Into war. or there may be some 
domestic Issne nbout which the flames 
of public sentiment may ho fanned, with 
n subsequent action by congress that 
would he regretted In luter yenrs. 

On the other hand, those who fos¬ 
tered the change and who pressed It 
through congress have contended tlmt 
this new responsiveness will work 
both ways. It Is their view that sen¬ 
ators and representatives will "hear 
from home" more quickly than ever 
hefofe If sentiment swings back from 
the point that it reached at the polls. 
Plenty of safeguards are said to exist, 
nnd this observer Is Inclined to the 
opinion tlmt they do exist In force. 

After'watching the performance of 
congresses through more than a 
decade, I hold the conviction that they 
represent a rather good cross section 
of the population tlmt elects them. 
The voters now and then got one who 
Is better than the average and now 
and then put one In olllce who does no 
credit to the district or state from 
which he or she comes. But the aver¬ 
age of anything ts the sum total of 
all, divided by that number. Repre¬ 
sentative! untl senators, us I have seen 
them, make up a congress representa¬ 
tive of the public which usually, there¬ 
fore, has had Just about what It Is 
willing and entitle I to receive.

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VEGETABLES FOR THE WINTER 

The usefulness of a garden should 
not end with summer. 

In fact, the fresh vegetables that lire 
harvested through the gowlng season I 
should constitute not quite half those , 
used in the course of a year. Doubt - 1 
less, in itch cunning has already been . 
done nud more will he done before ! 
killing frost comes, tints to assure | 
beans, tomatoes, corn. pens, peppers 
nnd greens for the winter table. Ex¬ 
cept for corn nnd bonus, width may 
be dried, there is no other xvny than 
canning to keep the vegetables tlmt 
have been unuied. and certainly nn 
adequate store of these should he tint 
up. For n family of 3 persons, 3 
quarts tier week should he allowed 
to cover a period of .3 months. Of 
these 3 quarts, two should he toma¬ 
toes. 

I'lllllilMe as canned vegetables are, 
arrangements should tie made to put 
aside a supply of vegetables that lend 
themselves to being stored In n fresh 
state. Those lire white potatoes, sweet 
potatoes, turnips, carrots, beets, winter 
squash, enshnws and pumpkins. Fre¬ 
quently, beets, and carrots are conned, 
whlc]p is all very well if there Is suf¬ 
ficient glass to can a full budget. If 
not enough jars are available, how¬ 
ever, It Is better to can tlie strictly 
perishable vegetable that must ho so 
saved and to store the beets ami car¬ 
rots. 

The storing of vegetables is not so 
universal a custom as it should be. 
for several reasons. One Is that it is 
considered laborious and somewhat 
complicated to arrange for it. Really, 
it is neither, l ilt, more of that, later. 
Another reason is that, when storing 
time comes, there Is nothing worth 
storing. Provident gardeners have seen 
to It that this is not their reason. They 
started carrots ami beets in midsum¬ 
mer so tlmt when killing frost is 
Qbout to come, these will lie in their 
prime. They will have made sowings 
of turnips, and perhaps rutabagas in 
August so that these, too. will lie in fit 
condition to keep for winter use. The 
same gardeners also doubtless now 
have growing rows of parsnips and 
salsify. These present no storage dif¬ 
ficulties, for they may he let in the 
rows they grew in, except that it Is 
hoped that these rows are to either 
edge of the garden so ns to he out of 
the way when it is broken. 

The vegetables that are commonly 
stored fall into two grroup.s. Beets, 
carrots, turnips and white potatoes 
constitute one, whose stornge require¬ 
ments are a temperature of 40 degrees 
and humid conditions. The other, com¬ 
prising sweet potatoes, cushuws. whi¬ 
ter squash and pumpkins, call for tem¬ 
perature 10 degrees higher and strictly 
dry atmosphere; they are called tlie 
"warm" crops, lu consequence, la 
these eolmas n few weeks ago, the 
storing of the "warm" crops was dis¬ 
cussed. This article, ami the one to 
follow will deal with the storing of 
the first—name group, the "cool" veg¬ 
etables. 

The best place, lu keep tlm "cool" 
vegetables, aiul the most convenient, 
Is a house cellar, the floor of which 
is earthen and in which there is no 
furnace, or, in the event there is a 
furnace, la a room partitioned of it. 
Lacking ahuuse cellar, an “outside” 
cellar" or "cave" may be constructed 
that will serve quite as well. Next, 
come “submerged" boxes or barrels, 
aiul lust, the vegetables may be h vied 
in "pit” or "holes” or ''mounds’, 
mimes used fur the same thing, de¬ 
pending ou the particular part of Ken¬ 
tucky this method is used.

SUCCESSFUL FARMING 

Here are three factors of successful 
fanning, as pointed out by It. E. Proct¬ 
or. a field agent of the college of 
agriculture, university of Kentucky, 
following his study of 1.300 account 
hooks of farmers. 

1. Keep high producing livestock. 

2 Save a large percentage of animals 
horn. 

3. Cultivate the beet hind on Hi - 
fa rut. 

The most important factor lu making 
more money on the farm is to keep 
only good stock, deduces Proctor. For 
those farmers whodo not already have 
good stool*, lie advises culling anil 
disposing of poor animals, and belter 
fei ding of those kept. It Is easy to cull 
chickens and sheep, he says, lull even 
herds of cattle uud hogs may lie im¬ 
proved by the elimination method. 

Second in Importance Is tbo saving 
of ii large percentage of young ani¬ 
mals. The best farmers are on the 
job and see Unit the young lambs, 
pigs, calves nnd chickens live. 

In the third place, l’roctor fuuud 
that farmers who make the most money 
have large yields per acre of all kinds 
of crops. Tills means that they select 
good laud, or land most suitable, for 
their crops, and then give the crops 
the proper cure. It is ii fortunate farm 
who has only good laud. Usually there 
ts a considerable choice ou farms for 
land suitable t» the several crops t • 
he grown. Good judgment must he 
exercised to cultivate only the best 
laud, especially during periods of low 
l rices

POSTAL SAVINGS SYSTEM

T HE old maxim concerning savings 
that If you watch the pennies, the 
dollars will care for themselves, must 
have had some reference to the postnl 
service, for a vast nmount of Its nn 
nual Income which exceeds $(VK),000,- 
000 annually Is In the form of the 
lowly one-eent piece. 

But I like to think of the postnl 
service ns a gigantic corporation hav¬ 
ing branches In every city, town and 
hamlet In the United States. I like to 
Imagine It ns nn enterprise, operating 
not for profit hut for service In my 
Interest and In yours. 

It might he mentioned In this con¬ 
nection that no better evidence of the 
faith of a people In nn Institution has 
been recorded than has been shown in 
the last two years hy the growth of 
deposits In the postal savings system. 
That Is just ns much n\pnrt of our 
postnl system now as Is the right to 
send money through the mail In the 
form of a postnl money order. 

Respecting this evidence of faith, 
the figures revonl that more than $800,- 
000,000 of funds, mainly from Individ¬ 
uals, Is held hy the postal savings 
banks. 

The postal service, whether consid¬ 
ered In Its correct light ns a govern¬ 
ment agency or visualized ns a greut 
private corporation, has to have man¬ 
agement, supervision, guidance. With¬ 
out detracting one whit from the 
splendid type of service rendered hy 
those workers which constitute the 
vast machine. It must have policies 
formulated and purposes planned If 
its future equals Its past. Hence, the 
postmaster general sits ns a mem¬ 
ber of the President’s cabinet to take 
counsel ns he serves ns the titular 
head of the service, and the Post Of¬ 
fice department exists for the purpose 
pf supervision of the machinery that 
handles our malls. 

The chief deterrent to a clear con 
ceptlon of the postal service Is Its 
size. It Is so vast that comprehension 
of Its various activities at once Is 
dilHeult, yet nn idea may bo gained 
of Its vurlous ramifications by exam¬ 
ining the structure at the top for the 
purpose of seeing how supervision of 
thej work Is divided.

C HILLED platters of cold salad 
on crisp lettuce, frosty glasses 
of iced tea, sandwiches and a dessert 
made in the refrigerator — menus 
such as this taste a little better than 
anything else' during torrid mid¬ 
summer weather. T lien, too, hours 
of leisure and cool kitchens that such 
meals afford, are not to be passed 
over lightly when the thermometer 
soars. Salads may be substantial 
and supply ample nourishment to 
make them suitable for the main 
dish. Meats, eggs, fish and baked 
beans may be featured in such sal¬ 
ads. Here arc several you will en¬ 
joy: 

Stuffed Tomato Salad—Flake 1 
medium can Tuna Fish (or small 
can chicken) breaking it up only 
a little and leaving it in good-sized 
pieces. Add V* cup Sweet Gherkins, 
2 diced hard cooked eggs, salt and 
pepper to season, and Mayonnaise 
Salad Dressing to moisten, 
(Shredded lettuce or celery also 
may* be added). Scoop out the cen¬ 
ters of the tomatoes and fill with the 
tuna fish (or chicken) filling. Cover 
the top generously with Mayonnaise 
Salad Dressing and sprinkle with 
paprika if desired. Serve in a bed 
of crisp lettuce. 

Meat and Vegetable Salad—Mix 2 

cups cold cooked meat—pork, ham, 
chicken, or veal, cut m cubes, and 
l'/j cups tiny peas, and chill thor¬ 
oughly in refrigerator for at least 
an hour. Mix with Mayonnaise 
Salad Dressing and sprinkle with 
paprika. Cut J hard cooked eggs ai 
thin slices, crosswise, and remove 
yolks. Arrange 3 slices around the 
meat and in center of each egg ring, 
place rings of sliced Olive, using b 
Stuffed Spanish Olives. Put yolks 
through sieve and sprinkle over en¬ 
tire salad.

To the first assistant postmaster 
general Is assigned supervision of the 
service rendered; that Is, he Is respon¬ 
sible for maintenance of n servlve to 
meet the needs of the public, and that 
Includes management of postmasters. 
In the last analysis, It Is he who de¬ 
termines whether a rural route will 
ho extended or whether n uniformed 
currier shall he assigned to deliver 
lmill In the now development of homes 
nt the edge of town. This official Is 
the one nlso who theoretically dis¬ 
poses of letters and papers and par¬ 
cels Improperly addressed or never 
called for nt the local post office and 
which eventually are classed as "dead 
letters.” 

Railway mull, International mail 
and air mall are supervised hy the 
seeoud assistant postmaster general. 
With the aid of the Interstate Com¬ 
merce commission, he decides how 
much money the railways will be paid 
for buullng the malls, and the ached 
tile of payments lias to be revised l're 
quently because of changing condi¬ 
tions and expanding operations. The 
International mail Involves treaties 
and conventions with foreign nations 
and Its complexities are myriad. 

All of the finances of the postal 
service are assigned to the jurisdic¬ 
tion and control of the third assist 
ant postmaster general. 

The third assistant is responsible 
for determination of the income of the 
postal service. In other words, lit* 
seeks to work out policies and pro 
grams to keep Income and outgo some 
where near even, though It lias hap¬ 
pened In very few years In history. 
To do that, the third assistant must 
seek to find the ee t of handling the 
various kinds of mall unit the per 
formancc of the many services now 
Imbedded In the postal service. For 
example, the parcel post rate on u 
pound package from Washington to 
Kansas City should he approximately 
the same us it costs to collect, trans¬ 
port and deliver that package to the 
addressee. It Is a nice problem, but 
’without the answer or nn approximate 
figure, the postal deficit can get out 
of hand. 

In t\ic hands of the fourth assistant 
postmaster general nre concentrated 
all of the mechanical and engineer¬ 
ing phases of the service. Uo runs a 
gigantic shop for manufacturing mail 
hugs amt oilier equipment, and buys 
the equipment which the govermuont 
does not make. It Is under his super¬ 
vision that the new post office build¬ 
ing In your town was designed and 
constructed (If owned by the govern 
ment) and he makes the rental con¬ 
tracts If the building Is luuscd. And 
as though be Imd nothing else to do. 
the fourth assistant Is the "boss cliutif 
four" nnd gurago manager and me 
cbaulc for the thousands of motor ve 
hides which the postal service owns 
and uses.
